The Shape Of Danger 
National Newspaper Week in the United 
States is easier to understand after reviewing 
the plight of La Prensa, Argentina’s famous 
newspaper suppressed by Juan Peron. 
When Dictator Peron finall> wa sousted, it 
was assumed La Prensa, which had been 
turned over to Argentina’s organized labor 
movement, would be given back to its, rightful 
owner, Gainza Paz, who had found refuge from 
persecution in New York City. 
This assumption was clouded by doubt when 
the president of the provisional government re­ 
vealed he had no immediate plans for La 
Prensa. There is evidence he may have no 
eventual plans either. La Prensa has become 
a political hostage. 
Dictator Peron was too clever to seize it 
outright. Like all modern power politicos, he 
went through the motions of legality. He 
pestered La Prensa with newsprint restric­ 
tions, strikes fomented by captive labor leaders 
and picket-line violence. 
He then had it investigated by a subservient 
committee of a captive legislature, which ruled 
it had become a nuisance. Thi* paved the way 
for him to have the legislature lend the Gen­ 
eral Confederation of Labor enough money from 
the Argentine treasury to buy the paper for 
5 per cent of its value — and the deed was 
done. The interlopers paid back the loan with 
profits from La Prensa’s operation. 
The only way its rightful owner could get it 
back now would be to oust the General Confed­ 
eration of Labor, which has gone through all 
the legal motions of becoming La Prensa’s new 
owner. That could set off another bloody round 
of civil war in Argentina. Modern dictators have 
mastered the art of teaming up with those who 
are too powerful to suppress—and that is the 
present shape of danger all over the world, 
includng the United States. 
National Newspaper Week in 1955 could not be 
commemorated more fittingly than by renewing 
the historic intent of the first amendment to the 
Constitution — that “Congress shall make no 
law -especting an establishment of religion, 
or prohibiting the free ex ercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the 
press; or of the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble and to petition the government 
Tor a ~edress of grievances.** 


How Ohio Got A Turnpike 
Hearty congratulations and honeyed phrases 
will be hubcap-deep on the newly opened Ohio 
Turnpike for the nex t few days — and they 
have been earned. 
This is the first great toll road in history 
that was finished on time and within the budget 
set up for it. Ohio’s Turnpike Commission has 
done something that deserves unlimited praise. 
But with Ohio Turnpike No. 1 in a reality, 
part of the ceremony of putting it into opera­ 
tion should be heartfelt gratitude to the posi­ 
tivists who licked the negativists and made the 
project possible.

Cat- Scratch Disease 


A curious disease which was first 
described some 25 year ago has, 
within the last five years, begun 
to receive the attention it deserves.

Europe 
and 
America during 
the past fe w 
years, and th e 
number of stu­ 
dies of this dis­ 
order reported 
in the medical 
journals seems 
to be constantly increasing. 
One review of this disease, for 
ex ample, dealt with 160 cases in 
27 states and eight foreign coun­ 
tries. Twenty-seven of these had 
been studied by the authors of the 
report. In almost all of them there 
had been contact with cats. Most 
of the patients had been actually 
scratched by these animals. 
Usually there is a period of about 
three to seven days between the 
time of the scratch, or original in­ 
jury, and inflammation at 
the 
place where it occurred. This is 
followed by a further delay of about 
two weeks before the typical sign 
appears, namely, enlargement of 
Oie lymph glands near the area 
which was originally injured. 
The glands in the armpit are 
most frequently involved. This is 
not surprising since one would 
ex pect the hands or arms to be 
scratched more often than other 
parts of the body. 
About two-thirds of the patients 
afflicted with cat-scratch disease 
have fever. Some of them have 
general symptoms such as head­ 
ache, weakness, aching or chilly 
sensation, as well as the lymph 
gland enlargement. 
Chances for recovery are good. 
The illness is normally short and 
mild, though file lymph glands 
may be enlarged and possibly con­ 
tain pus for months. 
At least one of the antibiotics 
seems to be helpful. The cause of 
this disease, however, has not been 
discovered, but does not seem to 
be a germ, parasite or a fungus. 
Perhaps it is caused by a virus.

IN A NUMBER of cases, it has 
been held while it is stipulated 
that the president may ex ercise 
power through assistants, no one 
may ex ercise a power which from 
the nature of the case req u i r e s 
the judgment of the president. In 
a word the responisbility is his 
alone and is personal. 
Hie disability clause in Article 
II is as follows: 
“In case of the removal of the 
president from office or of his 
death, resignation or inability to 
di&harge the powers and duties 
of the said office the same shall 
devolve on the vice president and 
the Congress may by law pro­ 
vide for the case of removal, 
death, resignation or 
inabili t y 
both of the president and vice 
president, declaring what officer 
shall then act as president, and 
such officer shall act accordingly, 
Until the disability be removed, or 
a president shall be elected.”

THE ONLY legitimate succes­ 
sor to the president, under the 
Constitution, can be the vice presi­ 
den t Therefore, Sherman ¿lam s 
may not receive delegated pow­ 
ers, but would act as though in­ 
structed by the President. An act 
by him could be contested in the 
Supreme Court on strictly consti­ 
tutional grounds. 
The president of the United 
States holds an ex traordinary po­ 
sition. While he is not sovereign, 


! he is more than ministerial. His 
office is wider and broader than 
that of a prime minister; yet he 
is not a king. 
In matters involviag discretion 
and judgment, the president, since 
Marbury vs. Madihon (1803), has 
not been subject to judicial pro­ 
cesses which might limit his free 
actions; but would such freedom 
fall to anyone who acted for him 
unless the constitutional disabili­ 
ty clause went into effect and the 
rice president actually took the 
oath of office? 


IT IS A VERY delicate situa­ 
tion and could, in a matter in­ 
volving a wide difference of opin- 
| ion, result in a test before the 
Supreme Court, In the matter of 
signing certain documents, only 
a president’s signature is valid. 
All of this is speculative until It 
is determined how long 
Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower may be OL Con­ 
gress does not come into session 
until January. The President could 
comfortably convalesce until then, 
his staff and the cabinet taking 
care of the affairs of state. If he 
is only convalescing, even his sig­ 
nature might be made available 
by his physicians.

Jimmy Lake, a veteran Wash­ 
ington ring announcer, observed 
that he had never seen Troy hit 
so hard. 
Troy , a 
sty lish middleweight 
co ntender, tried to break into toe 
light-heavy weight division against 
Spieser, but his manager, A2 Weill, 
was considering going back to toe 
middleweight^ after last night’s 
disaster. 
When Referee Charley Rey nolds 
stopped the light Troy didn’t ap­ 
pear to know where he wag. 


If there was any man in toe

He kept Don Bes- 
sent and Gem Lame warming 
up in the Dodger bullpen as Po dres 
baffled the Yankees with his teas­ 
ing change-of-pace. 
“It was my change-up that did 
it,” the Brookly n lefthander said. 
“I kept them off balance mo st of 
the day with my ‘out* Wll.” 
Originally a fireballer strictly , 
Podres jumped from Class D base­

In JuveniJbe Court in Cleveland a 
boy of 13 stood before Judge Albert 
A. Woldman charged with being in­ 
corrigible at home, insolent at 
school and generally obnox ious. 
“ I think what y ou need is a good 
whipping,” the judge commented. 
“When is the last time y our fathe* 
gave y ou a whipping?” 
‘Oh, 
my father never whips 
m e,” the boy said. “When I’m bad 
he just lectures me. 
“ About what? Judge Woldman 
asked. 
The boy paused, then blurted, 
“ How 
should I know? 
I dont 
listen I” 
The boy 's father was simply be­ 
ing a “modem” parent. He had 
read some of the child psy chology 
of the last 20 y ears and had thrown 
punishment out the window as 
“medieval’ or “a sadistic outlet 
for the unresolved hostility of par­ 
ents.” 
Where nunishment involved lay ­ 
ing a hand on a child he had noted 
the oft - used phrase “ corpora! 
punishment” and learned to shud­ 
der at it, half in confusion with 
“ capital punishment.” 


NOW THAT HIS BOY had bee* 
inadequately brought up at home 
~~ and had to be brought up in 
court — the father was under­ 
standably puzzled.

dolefully related: 
“I raised my child just the way 1 
they said I should. I never punish­ 
ed him for breaking things — I’d 
just try to put things out of his 
reach, let him do as he pleased 
¿nd didn’t say ‘no, no’ or ‘don’t, 
don’t.* 
“But now, judge, he has turned 
out impossible to get along with. 
I have never said ‘no’ to him, so 
when I say ‘no’ now it doesn’t 
mean any thing. He doesn’t recog­ 
nize that any one has any rights 
but himself.” 
The woman added with a sigh, 
"Well, I guess I trained him that 
way .” 


OTHER PARENTS who couldn’t 
resist the intuitive urge to punish 
a child for bad behavior have later 
felt guilty about i t They have felt 
out-of-step with the ex perts, per­ 
haps even “medieval.” A counselor 
at the Family Service Bureau of 
Chicago reported, “Many times a 
parent does a fine job of discipling 
l&is child and then turns around 
and undoes it all because he feels 
guilty .” 
One conscientious y oung mother 
said to me, “After I punish my 
child — I don’t know, something 
happens to me, and I want to 
apologize.” 
She asked wny . 
Could it be that we have shifted 
the sense of wrong - doing from 
the child who commits the wrong 
to the parents who punishes him 
for it? 
But child psy chology is not dead 
in its tracks. It has moved on; to­ 
day it is reex amining the whole 
problem of punishment. It is rec­ 
ognizing that while the brutal, ex ­ 
cessively punitive parent is cer­

In the zeal to avoid “corporal 
punishment”—never to lay a hand 
on the child — such a parent may 
inflict much greater pain t h an 
he ever could with the palm of 
his hand. 


- “WITHDRAWAL 
OF PRIVIL 
EGE”has been the most popular 
device of the non-punishers. In

THERE IS INCREASING evidence 
that parents who make might- 
ty protestations against punishing 
their children—and even “ex perts” 
stead of “punishing” the child y ou w^° counsel them along this line 
merely say “Johnny , just for that 
y ou can’t play baseball with the 
kids on Saturday ,” or “All right, 
Mary , now y ou can’t go to the 
school party .** 
What makes any one think this 
is 
not 
punishment? 
V i e w e d 
through the childs ey es it may be 
punishment of the worst sort. In 
his heart, Johnny may feel, “I 
wish Mom would just give me a 
spanking and get it over with. But, 
gee, making me miss the basebad 
game — that hurts?’* “Withdrawal 
of privilege” may be an easy se­ 
mantic dodge for the parent, but 
it does not alter the child’s vie* 
of what is cruel. 
Another device of the non-pun­ 
ishers is “social disapproval.” The 
child is not to be punished by his 
parents but rather his peers (play ­ 
mate and the kids at school) will 
bring group pressure to whip him 
into line. 
Dr. Stanley E. Wimberly pro­ 
fessor of psy chology at the Uni­ 
versity of Florida, 
commented, 
“Parents who use this device ap­ 
parently do not realize that social 
disapproval is the most cruel kind 
of punishment. The child is forced 
to take his medicine out in puo- 
Hc, in the form of ridicule and os­ 
tracism. These are about the crud­ 
est blows a child can suffer. When 
a mother spanks her five-y ear-old 
it is not nearly as traumatic as 
when his friends leave him out of 
a game.” 
THERE MAT EVEN BE psy ­ 
chological cruelty to t h e child 
when deserved punishment is with­ 
held. Children have a built-in sense 
of fairness; they know when they 
should “take their medicine.” Psy ­ 
chiatric investigations show that 
children who are not punished for 
wrongful actions feel deeply guilty 
and as a result may seek out pun­ 
ishments which in the end may be 
far more severe. 
Sometimes 
they 
will commit 
worse and worse acts, unconscious­ 
ly probing for the point at which 
punishment finally 
will descend 
upon them. Sometimes they simply 
carry a load of guilt feelings, a 
growing burden of scores which 
must be evened sooner or later. 
A y oung mother related, “My son 
did something bad and I let him 
get away with it. He seemed very 


are actually suffering from abnor­ 
mal hostility toward children and 
take this position as a way of keep­ 
ing it bottled up. 
A parent who loves his child can 
easily give him a few whacks on 
the bottom (when sqch are indi­ 
cated) without feeling that he is 
rejecting the child. But the parent 
wih a great load of resentment 
toward the child, either conscious 
or unconscious, cannot lift a hand 
with a great load of resentment 
to him for fear the resentment will 
fearful violence. 
For such a parent the 
act of 
spanking is sy mbolic of destroy ing 
the child. Since his inner feelings 
toward the child are negative, he 
dares not venture into any act 
which might reveal them. 
Parents 
generally a r e much 
more grim on the subject of spank­ 
ing than children are. To children, 
spanking 
is simply speaking to 
them in their natural language. In 
their own play they ex press them­ 
selves with phy sical actions. 
It 
seems natural to them that moth­ 
er and dad should punish them in 
a language they understand, just 
as mother and dad ex press love 
for their children in phy sical ac* 
ions such as hugging and fondling. 
THE WINDY DEBATES o v e r 
spanking in the last 20 y ears have 
produced only one absolute con­ 
clusion: that as far as the child is 
concerned it doesn’t m atter wheth­ 
er he is spanked or not so long as 
he is loved. 
A father in Los Angeles related 
this incident: 
“I went to give my 12-y e^r-old 
boy a spanking—which he well de­ 
served—and the y oungster turned 
on me belligerently and said he’d 
get the police to arrest me. 
“ I told him, “Son, the police don’t 
feed y ou, they don't clothe y ou, 
they didn’t bring y ou into t h is 
world, and they ’re not going to look 
after y ou in i t ’ Then I took him 
by the hand and said, ‘Now son, 
I’m going to take y ou to the police 
station and we’ll tell them what 
y ou did and tWht I was going to 
spank y ou for it—and one of us is 
going to get arrested.* 
“The boy looked up at me with 
plaintive ey es and said, “Aw, gee. 
Dad, let’s settle it right here!’ ”
